Refuses to Reinstate Bookmakers at Latonia in Place 
' of Mutuels and Auctions. 



l^exliiclon. Ky.. October 14. — The Stale Raclm; 
Ct.mmi'sion. all live meml»*.-rs prt^eiil. was in sessltm 
here tmlay fnuii 11:.‘!0 until 2 o’ chick, 'flie Latonia 
Jiit-kc.v Club’s reunest ft»r Hie reinslalement of 1 m>i* 1;

Chairman Chinn has no vote except in case of a tie. 

After the adjournment of the iiieetimr Colonel

Jockey Club would be willing to turn the track over 
to him for twenty-four tlays he wtuild run the meet- 
in" with mutuels. trivinir six $250 purses daily.
